Christian Bishops Cruel 
Before Power of Church 
Was Curbed By State 


J OHN DR INK WATER. In hi* new biographical 
work. “John Hampden's England, - ’ detail* some 
of the ferocious cruel He* practiced In the name 
of th« church and the Christian religion by sin¬ 
cerely religious and derout ecclesiastics like Bishop 
Laud of London In those days before the power 
of the church sod bishop# was curbed and dra¬ 
ined by outside sutborlty and the church's fon- 
atlcsl Star Chambers abolished 

It seems almost incredible to us to-day that 
such barbarisms should be practiced In the name 
of the Christian religion a comparatively abort 
time ago In an enlightened country such as Eng¬ 
land. 

Mutilations such ss those suffered by men like 
Ale sender Leighton, s physician and divin* from 
St. Andrews.* William Prynn* and John Lllburne 
at the hands of holy men ordained as “serranu 
of Christ" make us to-day marvel how the Chris - 
— tian religion has s um red and become what It 
has In spite of the church. 

Drink water tells how the*# men were pam¬ 
phleteers and agitators who did not approve of 
bishops, and no doubt annoyed Laud esceedlngly 
Leighton for esample. was a man sixty yean of 
age whsn he fell Into the hands of the Star Cham¬ 
ber because he wrote a pamphlet entitled “Sion's 
Pies." which exhorted the people to kill all th# 
bishop* by smiting them under the fifth rib. 
Nowadays a bishop reading auch a book would 
•mile pityingly and ask why this fellow was not 
put into th# psychopathic ward for observation. 
But Laud gloated over the punishment nf Leigh¬ 
ton and the manner of 1U execution He com¬ 
placently entered this note re Leighton in hie 
Journal: 

"I. He waa severely whipped before he was put 
la the Pillory. 

"2. Being set In the Pillory, he had one of h«s 
ears cut off. 

“9. One side of his nose silt. 

"I Branded on one cheek with a red-hot Iron 
with th# letters 8. 8. signifying s Stirrer up of 
Bertlttnn. and afterwards carried hock again 
prisoner to th* Fleet, to be kept in close custody 
“And on that day seven night, with Soros 
upon Ms beck. ear. nos# and face, not being cured, 
be waa whipped again at the Pillory in Cheap- 
aide. a rib there had the remainder of Me sentence 
executed upon him. by cutting off the other Ear. 
slitting the other aide of tys Noee, and branding 
th# other Cheek " 

William Prynn# a London lawyer, wrote a book 
against prelacy, and Archbishop Laud, one of his 
Judges, sentenced this learned but narrow-minded 
Presbyterian to be imprisoned for life, fined 
C5.000, expelled from Lincoln’s Inn and disbarred, 
deprived of his University degree, set in the pil¬ 
lory. and have his ears cut off. while his book wee 
burnt by th* common hangmen " The first time 
the hangman mishandled Prynne: In sawing off 
his ears, h# made a bad Job of It. Later Prynne 
was sentenced once more to have them clipped Off 
cloee to his heed.
